You can teach the two fold stegosaurus if you 
want." 

"Well," I said, "I can do better than that. I 
can do a one fold stegosaurus." 

And I immediately folded him one. the model 
that is diagrammed here. N ot had f or a 
spur-of-the-moment inspiration, if I say so 
myself! Thus ends my first foray into the realm 
of minima list origami.
